DR. BRIGGS AGAIN. 


Arguments in His Cnse Begun Yes 


terday. 


W.xsiusciroN, May 24.—At tho after 


noon session of the Presbyterian assem 
bly argument in the Briggs heresy east 
begun. Ilr. Uriggs ascended the plat- 
form amid intense quiet and made a pre- 
liminary statement. 


Then Dr. Birch, chairman of tht 


prosecuting committee, took tho floor. 
Ho reviewed the history of the case and 
combatted the impression apparently 
sought to be spread by the New York 
Presbytery that Brigga' offense is unim- 
portant and not essential. Dr. Birch 
argued that Brigge' errors are funda- 
mental. 


Dr. Jlriggs then replied that he pro- 


tested against the form of appeal, and 
declared that its entertainment by the 
assembly was more a fraudulent mistake 
than any principle of law or doctrine 
yet discussed. It was a civil law of the 
land that no man can be tried twice for 
the name offense. If an appeal were 
entertained 11 dangerous 
precedent 


would be established, and tho way 
opened for an unending Heriew of heresy 
trials, resulting in changes of the doc- 
trine and law of 
the Presbyter inn 


church. The general 
assembly could 


not lawfully amend or revise tho consti- 
tution by a final judgment in heresy 
trials, and new definitions of the dogma 
should be secured by overtures in ac- 
cordance with the usual formula. 


Dr. Bri^s spoke for an hour and a 


half, when the session adjourned.

Sidney Jones was brought before Jus- 


tice of the 1'eace Lane yesterday for pre- 
liminary examination on a charge of 
murder. The prisoner was 
brought 


from Texas a few weeks ago by Marion 
Childere, who made the trip thither on 
the strength of a confession made by AV. 
S. James who, in connection with u man 
named John licru, was arrested for 
ettaling hay. James -state'! that -Jones 
was the murderer. 


They drove to Tiirpuy's Switch on the 


..itjhl of October 5th to rob Good's store, 
but finding a teamster camped there 
they gave it up and returned to Fresno. 
Tho next night they returned. James 
held the team while Jones went into the 
store, killed Good, robbed the place, 
and the men returned to Fresno to- 
gether. 


It was stated afterwards Unit James, 


under advice of bis lawyer, had re- 
tracted his confession and said that it 
was not true, but had heen made under 
fear and duress. 


The examination ivns conducted in 


Justice of the Peace Criehton's court be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Edward II. 
Lane of the Second township. 


Jones was represented by Frank II. 


Short and James by W." It. Jacobs. 
The liret witness was K. L. Good, bro- 
ther of tlie murdered man. 
Ho .said 


that the deceased was 21 years old at 
the time of his death, which' happened 
on the night of October 7th. On the 
evening before, the witness and the de- 
ceased drove to Fresno to attend the the- 
atrical performance, and while coming 
in near Barton's vineyard they met a 
buggy with two men in it. One of the 
horses was white and the other a bay, 
and one of the men wore overalls and a 
gray hat. 


The deceased had $Si> on his person 


on the evening of October tith, and 
when found dead he had *2f! in his 
pockets. The money which had been 
in the till was gone except about a dol- 
lar in dimes and nickels scattered on 
the floor. The tracks of a man wero 
followed 800 yards across the field to a 
place where a buggy had heen standing. 
The buggy and horses' tracks showed 
that the vehicle had been driven from 
the north and had turned around ami 
proceeded towards the south in the di- 
rection of Los Palmar. 
The 
same 


tracks of the man that led from the 
store to the buggy had also led from the 
buggy to the store. The person who 
made the tracks Mas running from the 
store In the bnjzgy. 


The witness added that It. S. Saul- 


ters camped at the store on the night of 
October lith, and on that night two men 
in » top buggy driving a gray and a bay 
horse, drove to the store from the direr- 
lion of Fretilin, paused, drove past it, 
and drove back again towards Fresno. 


Constable Warren Hill of SangerleK- 


tilied that the tracks led from the sUire, 
lo the buggy. They were made by a 
number seven shoe, worn by a person 
who was running.

Severn! simpta and inexpensive pro- 
cesses for making grape syrup have 
been recently perfected and Mr. Froelich 
has adopted one of these. He believes 
that grape syrup can be sold cheap 
enough to drive out of the market the 
common grades of "drips" By nip and 
molasssea, and that grape syrup being 
once used will become indispensable to 
this tables of the rich and poor alike, 
tirapii syrup possesses valuable medi- 
cinal qualities. 
It is nn antidote to 


fever, kidney diseases, malaria, con- 
stipation ami many other diseases that 
lUlfict mankind, and it liua alao great 
nutritive and fattening properties, mak- 
ing it u valuable food for young children. 


Mr. Froelich says that he will proba- 


bly be able to offer about $10 per ton for 
Muscats of the second crop. Hereto- 
fore the price has been from $5 to $7. 
He will, however, need some assistance 
in his enterprise, such as the donation 
of a site for a distillerv, etc. There will 
no doubt, bti no difficulty about this mat- 
ter, as Mr. Kroelich intends building the 
largest distillery in the comity.
